J a c k A rm strong w a s 
the leader o f Jhose, and until Lincoln’s 
arrival had been the cham pion w restler 
of both C lary'* G rove and New* Salem . 
Ile and his friends had not the slight­ 
est personal grudge against Lincoln; 
but h earing 
the 
neighborhood talk 
about the newcom er, 
and 
especially 
Offut’s e x tra v a g a n t praise of his clerk, 
who, according to Offut’s statem en t, 
knew more than any one else in tho 
United States, and con Id beat the whole 
country 
a t 
running, 
jum ping 
or 
“ xx rustling.” they decided th at the tim e 
luul com e to assert them selves, and 
strove to bring about a trial of strength 
betw een A rm strong and Lincoln. 
Lin­ 
coln, w ho disapproved 
of 
all 
this 
“ woofing and pulling,” as he called it. 
anti had no desire to com e to blows 
with his neighbors, put off Hi*- en­ 
counter as long as possible. 
A t length 
even his good tem per w as powerless to 
a v e rt it, and the w restling m a tch took 
place. 
J a c k 
A rm strong 
soon 
found 
th a t he had tackled a man as strong 
and skillful as him self; and his friends, 
seeing him likely to get tin* worst o f 
it. sw arm ed to his assistance, alm ost 
succeeding, by tripping and kicking, 
iii getting Lincoln dow n. 
At the un­ 
fairness o f this Lincoln b ecam e sud­ 
denly and furiously angry, intl fo rm 
his entire strength, lifted tin* pride of 
C lary's G rove iii his a rm s like a child. 
and holding him high in the air, alm ost 
choked tin* lift* out of him. 
It seem ed 
for a mom ent as though a general fight 
m u st follow; but even w hile Lincoln’s 
fierce rag** compelled their respect, his 
quickly returning self-control won their 
adm iration, and the crisis w a s safely 
passed. 
Instead of becom ing enem ies 
and leaders in a neighborhood feud, as 
m ight h ave been expected, the two 
g rew to be w arm friends, th e affection 
thus strangely begun lasting through 
life. 
T h ey proved useful to « ach other 
iii various w ays. and years afte rw a rd 
Lincoln mad** am ple am ends for his 
rough treatm en t o f the other’s throat 
by saving the neckof J a c k A rm stron g’s 
son from the halter in a m em orable 
trial for m urder.

How the American Spy Stole Great* 


Britain's Naval Signal Code. 


HERE was a good deal of 
bitterness between Hnp 
land and the Northern 
States at this time, and the 


__ _. _ 
Government at Washing 


ton~was"deeply Interested in the des- 
patches forwarded by the British Mln 
Ister to bis home Government. It was 
known that England was friendly to 
tlie Confederacy and willing to aid it ae 
cretly, if not by open recognition. Un- 
der such conditions, it became neces- 
sary to know ns much as possible of 
wliat was passing to and fro between 
Washington and London In the form 
of cryptograms; and while most of this 
matter went by messenger or mall to 
New York, there were many cipher 
telegrams sent lit the last moment to 
cntch the outgoing steamer, there being 
no ocean cable nt that time. At the 
telegraph office all such messages were 
subjected to examination anil copies of 
them were made. 
After n brief con- 


versation with Secretary Welles, the 
old gentleman brought out 0110 of these 
cipher copies, and placing It In my 
hands said: 


"Air. Osbon, you have a way of find- 


Ing out secrets. Do you think you can 
solve (hat? If you can, it will be worth 
five, thousand dollars to you."

in getting Lincoln down. At the un- 
fairness of this Lincoln became sud- 
denly and furiously angry, put fortii 
his entire strength, lifted the pride of 
Clary's Grove in his arms like a child. 
and holding him high in the air, almost 
choked tho life out of him. It seemed 
for n moment as though n general fight 
must follow; but even while Lincoln's 
licrce rage compelled their respect, his 
quickly returning self-control won thoip 
admiration, and the crisis was «nfely 
passed. Instead of becoming enemies 
and leaders in a neighborhood feud, as 
might have been expected, the two 
grew to be warm friends, the affection 
thus strangely begun lasting through 
life. They proved useful lo each other 
in various ways, and years afterward 
Lincoln made ample amend1* for his 
rough treatment of the other's throat 
by saving the neck of Jack Armstrong's 
son from the halter in i\ memorable 
trial for murder. The Clary's Grove 
•boys" voted Lincoln "the cleverest fel- 
low that had over broke into the set- 
tlement," and thcioaftcr took as much 
pride in his poacoablenoss and book- 
earning as they did in the rougher and 
more Questionable accomplishments of 
their discomfited leader.— From Helen 
Nicolay's "The Hoys' Life of Abraham 
Lincoln," in St. Nicholas.

IN CHURCH FIRE PANIC 


Philadelphia, Jan 
"J2.—Kipht- 


een per&ons were killed and prob- 
ably half a hundred injured in a 
panic following the c ry of tire 
last night in St. Panl'M Colored 
Baptist Church, in Eighth street. 


The sorvices were hold on the 


second floor of the building. A 
defective Hue set Hre to the chim- 
ney, 
causing smoke to issue 


through the crevices IP the floor 
near the pulpit. 


The room was well tilled at the 


time and the cry "tire" coupled 
with the sight of the smoke threw 
the congregation into a panic. 


A wild rush was made for the 
stairs, despite the efforts of Rev 
E. W. Johnson, the pastor, to 
allay the fears ef the frenzied peo- 
ple. 
All wanted to get out at 


om-e and men, women and child- 
ion alike were knocked down and 
tiumpled upon by those pushing 
from behind. The stairway to 
the tirst floor had one sharp turn 
m it and the frightened people be- 
came so tightly wedged in the 
bend of the stairs the frail wood- 
en balustrade gave way, precip- 
itating many to the tirst Boor. 


The crash and the screams and 


shrieks of the women and chil- 
dren added to the frenzy of those 
above. They did not stop in their 
mad rash to get out. Notwith- 
standing the wide open doors of 
the first floor leading to the street 
the crush was so great that eight- 
een persons had the life stamped 
out of them before the panic was 
ended.

known that England was friendly to 
the Confederacy and willing to aid it se- 
cretly, if not by open recognition. Un- 
der such conditions, it became neces- 
sary to know ns much as possible of 
what was passing to and fro between 
Washington and London in the form 
of cryptograms; and while most of this 
matter went by met.sengcr or mall to 
New York, there wore many cipher 
telegrams .sent tit tlve last moment to 
catch tho outgoing steamer, there being 
no ocean cable at that time.
